[t doesn’t appear that fruit crops have been damaged 
seriously by the colder weather prevailing through 
most of the latter part of March. The opinion, on the 
other hand, seems to be that the cooler weather will 
result beneficially to fruits, preventing the buds from 
coming out until at a time when the danger from 
freezing will be much less. Had the weather during 
the second half of March been very mild there would 
have been danger that peach, apple and pear buds 
would have developed to such an extent that a slight 
frost in April would be sufficient to kill them. This 
has been the experience in the eastern half of the 
United States when fruit crops have been ruined. 
March is really the danger month and when we have 
a low March temperature the fruit crops as a whole 
may be considered comparatively safe. The outlook 
is generally considered favorable. 

»- * * 

Commercial conditions throughout the country con- 
tinue, on the whole, very satisfactory. Bradstreet’s 
report says: “Trade reports are still mixed in charac- 
ter. Business feels the effects of continued winter 
weather, heavy snow-falls and freezing temperatures, 
which have hurt early fruits and truck interests, re- 
tarding retail trade and affecting jobbing sales and 
shipments.” Dun’s review of the general business 
situation notes that “Confidence in the future is re- 
markably bright. Manufacturing plants operate close 
to maximum capacity, and it is an evidence of no little 
significance that many mills cannot undertake deliver- 
ies before 1907. While these are extreme cases, it is 
a common thing to find production engaged for several 
months in advance.” Dun’s weekly report on trade 
conditions in the Chicago district says: “Spring ac- 
tivity opened up under the stimulus of well distributed 
demands in both manufacturing and distributing. Hin- 
drances interposed by severe weather are being over- 
come rapidly and business generally exhibits an en- 
couraging outlook, the leading industries having ca- 
pacity engaged farther ahead than at the same period 
last year.”

Minnesota Canners 


An unusually successful convention was held by 
the Minnesota Canners’ Association at St. Paul, 
Wednesday and Thursday, March 21st and 22d. It 
was the second annual meeting of that organization 
and was a remarkably instructive, educational and 
practical nvention. rhe attendance was large, in- 
cluding, in addition to more than half of the canners 
in Minnesota, quite a number of persons connected 
with the canning industry from outside the state. 

Convention Called to Order. 

The convention was called to order Wednesday 
afternoon by President M. H. Hegerle, of St. Boni- 
facius, nearly fifty canners and others being present. 
The program, which had been arranged by Secretary 
lohn S. Hughes, of Le Sueur, scheduled an address, 
and President Hegerle, accordingly, requested Mr. 
fughes to call upon some of the speakers. 

Retailer Ryan Talks. 

The first address on Wednesday afternoon was de- 
livered by Secretary J. J. Ryan of the Retail Grocers’ 
and General Merchants’ Association of Minnesota. 
Mr. Ryan extended a warm welcome to all and re- 
ferred enthusiastically to the welf known hospitality 
of the city of St. Paul and the great pleasure its people 
always feel at the opportunity of entertaining organi- 
zations, and especially that of the pioneer canners of 
that state and section of the country. 

Mr. Ryan told the packers that as intimately as he 
was acquainted with the grocery trade of the north- 
west, yet he was surprised to learn that there were 
so many canning factories within the limits of Minne- 
sota. He stated that he and other grocers knew that 
President Hegerle had a canning factory at St. Boni- 
facius, because, Mr. Ryan said, “it is a well advertised 
plant.” He assured the canners that they could rely 
upon the support of the members of the Minnesota 
Grocers’ and General Merchants’ Association. 

Secretary Ryan also dwelt at length upon the uses 
of organization and the effectiveness of well directed 
organized effort, and suggested that the canners en- 
deavor to build up the industry in Minnesota on the 
foundation of quality. He stated that Minnesota flour 
had no rival in the markets of the world for quality. 
Minnesota butter stood first for its quality, and now 
there could be added Minnesota corn and canned goods 
also of the highest quality, which would create a mar- 
ket for the product. 

He concluded his remarks by telling the canners 
that as secretary of the Grocers’ and General Mer- 
chants’ Association he would during the ensuing year 
visit many towns and counties throughout Minnesota 
and it would give him pleasure to. call the attention 
of the grocers of the state to the enterprise of the 
packers and the desirability of supporting home in- 
dustries, 

Secretary Hughes Responds. 

Secretary John S. Hughes responded to Mr. Ryan’s 
address of welcome. Mr. Hughes was in a happy 
Irame of mind and gracefully returned the compli- 
ments of the speaker preceding him. He expressed 
his appreciation and gratitude for the words of en- 
couragement and fraternal feeling so eloquently 
spoken, 

A Talk on Seeds. 

A. K. Bush, representing Northrup, King & Co., 
Minneapolis seedsmen, followed with some remarks 
concerning his experience as a grower of vegetables 
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for canning. His address, especially as he described 
the proper methods of preparing soil for seeding and 
the process of cultivation, was very practical. Mr. 
Bush told the delegates that “everything grows in 
Minnesota. It’s corn, vegetables, fruits and grains 
are not excelled in America. The canning industry 
was one to be pushed and the people must be educated 
to use Minnesota products.” 

The speaker also exhibited a number of Crosby, 
Stowell’s Evergreen and Country Gentleman seed 
corn, together with some seed beans. They added to 
the interest of the discussion, during which the pack- 
ers asked numerous questions. 

Rosing Represents Goy. Johnson. 


Governor John A. Johnson, who was unable to be 
present, owing to the death of his mother, was repre- 
sented by Hon. L. A. Rosing of the State Board of 
Control. Mr. Rosing explained that he was a stock- 
holder in the canning factory at Cannon Falls, and 
said notwithstanding that the business of corn pack- 
ing has not of late been profitable, stated that he saw 
no reason why the packers should feel discouraged as 
to the future, saying that all new enterprises have to 
overcome obstacles in the beginning. Mr. Rosing paid 
a glowing tribute to the fertility of the soil of Minne- 
sota, a country which he characterized as “the natural 
producer of canned goods for the western country.” 
Ife expressed the opinion that the Minnesota Can- 
ners’ Association has it in its power to make Minne- 
sota corn as well known and as desirable as Maine 
corn. There must be an enlarging of the market, ad- 
vertising the product, and organization to secure equit- 
able freight rates for the shipments. “What we need 
is more factories, a broader market, and it requires 
only judicious advertising to place Minnesota canned 
goods in line with our butter and flour, which are the 
leaders and the best in the markets of the world.” 

Warehouse Receipts. 


Attorney C, A. Webber, of Minneapolis, a stock- 
holder in the Belle Plaine canning factory, made a 
short address on the subject of warehouse receipts. 
He suggested that such paper is not as negotiable as 
promissory notes, but has a quasi-negotiable character 
and this the supreme court of the state has recognized. 
The object of the inquiry was to decide whether ware- 
house receipts could be used for financing factories. 

There followed a lengthy discussion as regards de- 
tails of marketing the output of the cannery, the mak- 
ing of uniform pack and proper labeling, which was 
participated in by Messrs. Hall, representing Emerson 
& Hall, brokers of St. Paul; Vandever, of Vandever 
& Schroeder, Minneapolis brokers; Murphy, of Min- 
neapolis, representing the United States Printing Co. 
in the Northwest; C. W. Cooke, of Chicago, sales 
agent in the central district for the American Can 
Co.; Steele, of Chicago, representing the Continental 
Can Co.; R. J. Hicks, of Big Stone county, Minn. ; 
Secretary Hughes, of Le Sueur, and President Heg- 
erle, of St. Bonifacius. 

The suggestion by President Hegerle that to subject 
the canning factories in Minnesota to inspection by 
the State Dairy and Food Commission, the same as 
dairy products, would possibly be advantageous was 
approved by the packers present and President Hegerle 
was asked to mention it to the State Dairy and Food 
Commissioner on Thursday.

The demand for tomatoes is larger than it was a 
week or ten days ago. By this it isn’t meant that 
the voliime of business has grown much in this short 
space, but merely that the movement in spot tomatoes 
has increased over the business that was passing in 
the previous week. The feeling on spots is said by 
some to be slightly stronger this week, yet goods are 
obtainable still at quotations current at the time of 
our last rev iew. 

The syndicate people claim to be standing pat and 
profess undiminished confidence in that their opera- 
tions will terminate successfully, and they deny abso- 
lutely that any of the spot goods being offered here 
and there at lower than syndicate prices are going 
from their stocks. There have been rumors to the 
effect that the syndicate was selling “on the quiet,” 
but apparently this is untrue, which indicates that the 
quantity of spot tomatoes held by outsiders, including 
speculators who followed the syndicate’s lead and 
bought last fall, was larger than anybody supposed, 
notwithstanding that the syndicate people claim to 
know almost the exact quantity of tomatoes existing 
outside their own control. 

Reports from the east, Baltimore, New York and 
other large jobbing centers, note an increased demand 
for spot tomatoes. One advice says: “The movement 
has been larger than for several months and shows 
no signs of abatement, being augmented now by the 
opening of lake navigation. It would appear as though 
the chances are good for the syndicate controlling the 
situation entirely within the near future. A number 
of the outside lots have been closed out, leaving the 
market in a firmer position than last week.” 

\nother report in commenting on the spot market, 
says that “There was more life about the market this 
week than we have seen for a long time, and there is 
considerable actual business being consummated. We 
do not mean any big business, for the ‘hand to mouth’ 
policy of buying is still very much in evidence, but 
the inquiries we are getting plainly point to some 
pretty good buying from now out. That tomatoes 
are really needed badly is demonstrated very clearly 
hy the urgent request for immediate shipment on prac- 
tically all orders that are placed. The market condi- 
tions are peculiar and have naturally resulted in mak- 


ing those buyers who do not absolutely need tomatoes 
at once, decide to hold off until, say, the opening of 
lake and rail navigation, or until they must have the 
goods, or there is some change in the situation. The 
apparent decline in prices during the past few weeks 
makes it hard to convince the average buyer that the 
market is not very weak, but as a matter of fact, the 
tomatoes which are selling and have been selling dur- 
ing the past month, are all owned by little independent 
holders, who have been having somewhat of a ‘cinch’ 
in getting rid of their goods, in view of the fact that 
the so-called ‘syndicate’ have been ‘holding the um- 
brella’ for them. The large holders are holding out 
for $1.15 per dozen and seem to be taking things very 
easily. These holders apparently have the greatest 
confidence in the strength of their position and do not 
have any doubt that sooner or later things will come 
their way. Whether or not this proves to be the case, 
the facts are that there are some tomatoes selling 
every day and that the demand from now out is more 
liable to increase than decrease.” 

A third advice, this from Aberdeen, Md., states: 
“Interest continues and more orders have been in evi- 
dence this week than for ninety days passed. * * * 
Indications point to prices a shade higher within the 


next few days, and while there is no evidence of the: 


large buyers taking hold, except for a carload at a 
time, it is probable that there are hardly enough goods 
at to-day’s prices to satisfy the demand.” 

Buying of futures does not appear to be fair in the 
east. There is a certain amount of business doing 
every day, according to our advices, but orders being 
placed are usually for rather small lots. However, 
75¢ per dozen, f. 0. b., for 1906 packed standard 3s 
tomatoes is a low price and, as this figure continues 
to be quoted, some of the buyers are taking advantage 
of it. 

Tomatoes— 

Spot western standard No. 3 tomatoes have been 
sold through local brokers this week at $1.12! per 
doz., outside goods, and more are obtainable at prices 
lower than those being quoted by the “syndicate,” 
which apparently is making no sales, though it neces- 
sarily will have to commence selling before a great 
while longer or carry over a big lot of its holdings, 
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a course which it isn’t at all likely to adopt. The de- 
mand during the week has been rather better. Spot 
gallons are quoted at $3.60, Chicago. Future western 
standard tomatoes, 3s, are offered at 75c per doz., 
f. o. b. factory, Indiana, but all packers are not willing 
to accept contracts on this basis. Jobbers in the west 
are showing a fair amount of interest in the new pack. 
Reports received this week from both Baltimore and 
New York city speak of increased interest in spot 
tomatoes by wholesalers and retailers. Nearly all 
advices refer to the demand as “quickening,” and 
some authorities take this as a forerunner of an active 
market and improving wabues. New York reports 
note sales of standard No. 3 Maryland packing spot 
tomatoes at prices ranging from $1.021%4@1.0714, de- 
livered. Offerings at $1.02%4, f. o. b., apparently have 
decreased very noticeably. eww Jersey packers are 
quoting No. 3 futures at 9oc factory, gallons at $2.25. 
Maryland canners continue to offer 1906 ag 3s 
at 75c, 2s at 55c, and gallons at $2.15, f factory. 
Corn— 

Spot corn prices are the same for weeks past. 
There is a big consumption going on, but so far it 
has not affected values. Spot standard continues to 
be obtainable at as low as 45¢, f. 0. b. western factory. 
Forty-five, however, seems to be the bottom figure. 
Future corn is very dull. There is practically nothing 
doing in the local market on 1906 packing. Reports 
from New York city indicate that interest in spot corn 
has slightly increased, sales of western packing at 
from 50 57i4c delivered being reported. New York 
state and Maryland canners are reported offering 1906 
corn at the opening prices, with no western futures 
being quoted. Brokers in Baltimere report that they 
are receiving quite a few jobbing orders for spot, 
which continues to be offered at very low figures. 
Fruits . 

Jobbing demand for canned fruits is steady. If 
anything, the feeling on peaches, apricots and gallon 
fruits, including apples, is firmer than last week 
Apricots have been in good request and there is a 
continued demand for peaches, all grades, but more 
especially pie stock. Pears, too, have been inquired 
for. Baltimere reports very light with firm 
prices on peaches. No. 3 seconds yellows are quoted 
there at $1.20, whites at the same price. No. 3 
standards whites and yellows in syrup range from 
$1.40@1.45 on the former and $1.45@1.60 on the lat- 
ter. No. 3 peeled pies, whites or yellows, are quoted 
at $1.05, No. 3 unpeeled pies, 82%c. All kinds of 
gallon fruits are very closely sold up, are in fact prac- 
tically exhausted so far as first hands are concerned.

Asparagus — 


The following opening prices on 1906 packing Ro- 
main & Co.’s asparagus were announced on Saturday 
by George G. Worthley. Matawan, N. J., successor to 
Romain & Co.: Oyster Bay (white) square cans, $3.40 
per doz., Oyster Bay (green) square cans $3.40, Oyster 
Bay H. A. Patterson & Co. grade square cans $2.25, 
Asparagus Tips Sanitary No. 2% round cans $2.30, 
Asparagus Tips Sanitary No. 2 round cans $1.85. All 
to be packing of 1906 and to be delivered as soon as 
packed. Reports from California say that several of 
the asparagus canners have commenced work. Spot 
asparagus is scarce and firm. 

Sardines-- 

The sardine market seems easier, with no important 
business in any grade noted. No further progress 
is reported in the community of interest plan among 
packers, though, according to report, it is expected 
that the matter will be closed up before the next pack- 
ing season opens. Imported sardines are scarce and 
firm. Spot prices are: Domestic quarters in oil, $2.25 
@2.30; three-quarter mustards, $2.10@2.20; three- 
quarters spiced, $2.40@2.45. 


Salmon— 


The market on pink and red Alaska salmon is very 
firm here and advices from eastern markets also note 
strong conditions, one report from New York stating 
that stocks of pink are very firmly held there at 92%c 
and that the supply is practically in the hands of one 
holder. Recent reports from the coast quoted red 
Alaska salmon, spot, at 8714@goc, according to brand, 
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and it was stated in another advice that the total sup- 
ply in packers’ hands at present is not in excess of 
25,000 cases. There are a good many rumors con- 
cerning prices at which 1906 packing red Alaska 
salmon is alleged to be offering, generally around 
$1.00. The salmon situation is exceptionally strong 
at present. Coast stocks of all grades are smaller 
than for a number of years and the outlook for the 
salmon canning industry is bright. Advices from San 
Francisco say that packers are cleaned out, with the 
exception of some sockeye talls, and a very few halves 
and some red Alaska. 
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Interest during the week reviewed has largely cen- 
tered in the raisin situation, although prunes have 
come in for a good share of attention from both buyers 
and shippers. A coast telegram tells of the purchase 
of 125 carloads of old raisins, being, according to the 
advices, the entire unsold balance which was held by 
the Mercantile Co., who were the original purchasers 
of the holdings of the Raisin Growers’ Co. Several 
firms are interested in the transaction, which, it is 
said, completes the final dissolution of the several 
groups of seeders in California, including the Mer- 
cantile Co. The reports gave no hint as to the prices 
paid. Raisins on the spot are quiet, and buyers are 
not showing much interest in futures, 

Prunes— 

Prunes are in demand in Chicago, with the feeling 
in the market decidedly strong. There has even been 
heard talk of a further rise in values. <A late report 
from California states that there are not to exceed 
5,000,000 lbs. of prunes left in the state, which is 
something like a third of the quantity held at this date 
last year. Coast holders are asking’ a fractional ad- 
vance for 40-50s and 50-60s. It is predicted that if 
we have anything like the normal spring demand, a 
4c basis on these sizes will prevail. 

Apricots— 

The market on apricots is very firm, with stocks 
small, some estimating the total supply of cots held in 
California to be not more than 200 tons. At the same 
time the outlook for the crop is quoted discouraging. 
Peaches— 

Peaches are reasonably firm at last week’s quota- 
tions. A fair demand is noted. According to the 
Fruit Grower, it is roughly estimated that there are 
but about 80o tons of peaches left in first hands,

Statistics Relative te Canning Industry, 

A bulletin just issued by the census bureau, giving 
a preliminary summary of the statistics for the pre- 
serving and canning industries in the United States 
for the calendar year 1904, says there has been an 
increase in the business. There was a slight apparent 
decrease in the number of wage-earners, which the 
bulletin savs is due largely to a considerable number 
being employed in fish canneries under a contract 
system, where no record of the number was kept. 
Neither were fishermen included in the census, 

In 1904 there were 2,687 establishments, with a 
total capital of $69,589,316. The number of wage- 
earners for 1904 is given at 50,258, as against 51,955 
for 1900, but the wages paid in 1904 were $14,154,730, 
as against $12,759,459 for 1900. 

The total value of the vegetables canned in 1904 
was $45,262,148; fruits, $11,644,042; fish, $15,966,- 
513. 

In the year 1904 there were canned 1,672,759,438 
pounds of vegetables, 295,760,355 pounds of fruits, 
and 259,409,861 pounds of fish. 

The total product for 1904, exclusive of fruits and 
vegetables, fish and oysters manufactured by establish- 
nents classified under another head, valued at $1, 
003,203, was $107,534,464.

Epitor CANNER:—The damage to the growing crop of 


apricots, while the extent of it is at present unknown, has 
caused considerable agitation among beth the canned and 
dried fruit packers. Low grades, seconds and pies, are prac- 
tically sold out. Some of the larger canners are free buyers 
at $1.00 for standards and $1.10 for extra standards, which 
is last season’s opening price. Unless conditions are consid- 
erably underrated we shall see extra standards listed at from 
$1.25 to $1.40 for new crop. The latter figure was the open- 
ing price for 1904. Standards will list at toc or I5¢ lower. 
Moorparks are reported few blossoms, and badly washed out 
by rain. This will mean a scarcity of high grades in the 
new pack. 

3artlett pears have shared in the excitement and quite a 
few thousand cases have lately changed hands, principally 
lower grades, standards and seconds. Some of this fruit is 
being shipped to England on a lower basis than the opening 
prices of 1905. 

Extremely heavy black killing frosts were recently report- 
ed from Oregon, Washington and extreme Northern Cali- 
fornia. The cloudy weather and light rains prevented the 
heavy frosts predicted over Central California on same dates. 
The peaches, prunes and raisins have not as yet been af- 
fected by frost, though some rain wash is reported on Santa 
Clara prunes. Weather is still very cold, and frost damage 
will occur unless it clears off warm. 

There is now no probability of any united action on the 
part of the raisin growers. Many are contracting their crops 
on a basis of 3 cents in sweatboxes. It is reported that the 
California Fruit Canners’ association is contracting at 3%c.

Epitor CANNER:—We are to-day having the first real sprin 
day of the season, following three weeks of some of the watt 
est weather that has visited this section in a year. March 
1906, will take a place in history as furnishing the worst 
weather for the month in many years. These conditions have 
not been beneficial to immediate trade; whether or not we 
will reap any benefit from it later on still remains to be seen 

At the present moment canned goods are moving rather 
slowly. So far as our local market is concerned, we consid- 
er it amply supplied with spot tomatoes with an over-abund- 
ance and a very heavy carry-over of corn; practically bare on 
low-price peas, very few of the better grades, with quite a 
heavy demand for cheap peas. 

In fruits, trade has been indifferent. Dried fruits have 
been selling fairly well, but canned fruits have not been hold- 
ing their own as they should. The market is pretty well 
cleaned up on prunes, and we look for clear shelves by the 
time the season ends, a condition that has not existed in 
Louisville for several vears on this article. 

Fruit conditions in this territory are still somewhat of an 
unknown quantity. We do not look for a heavy peach crop, 
but apples are uninjured at this writing. Small fruits have 
not yet developed sufficiently to tell what they will do; but 
in these articles much more depends on what is to come than 
what is past. 

Trade in general with the jobber for the past week or two 


has not been satisfactory.

Epitor CANNER:—Spot corn is moving out slowly, but 
there is some satisfaction in the fact that it moves at all. It 
never would have been sold even now if Maine packers, some 
of them at least, had not come to a businesslike conclusion, 
meeting market conditions and not hoarding up a pack that 
should be consumed. When one stops to think, Maine is 
unloading very well indeed. It is hardly four months since 
the pack was shipped, and the very fact that after such a good 
delivery the spring trade should open so early is a good sign. 
I notice that to-day prices are getting higher in the south, 
and evidently the west is finding customers. “Miracles will 
never cease.” 

It should be particularly noted that there was, no doubt, 
a great over-pack of this staple all over the country, while 
for several years before only percentages of delivery had 
been the rule. Another thing is not fully understood, and 
that is that of strictly fancy corn there is but a very, very lit- 
tle. Prices of Maine canned sweet corn vary from 55c to 
Soc, and by this I mean goods that are like Caesar’s wife, 
“above suspicion.” 

Future corn is selling only in a limited way, but there will 
be a sudden awakening a little later. I believe that dealers 
should buy enough to cover their legitimate wants at least, 
although I am not a. believer in any speculative orders in 
this or any line of business. Still is it not very queer, to 
say the least of it, that while future Maine fancy corn is be- 
ing offered at ridiculously low prices, buyers should hold 
back? The danger is that the demand will arise all at once, 
when it will be too late to “cover.” This is no phantom. 

Because in previous years buyers have been able to pur- 
chase corn and put on Maine or New York labels with im- 
punity it does not follow that there will be no “hereafter. 
The people are tired of being humbugged, and, what will be 
effective, so are reputable canners. Congress has waked up 
to the necessities of the case, and, if urged, may add more 
stringent provisions to the present laws. Conditions would be 
much improved if some of the government representatives 
would do their duty. : 

I wonder why there should be a call in the West for 
Maine corn box shooks? Strange, is it not, when boxes are 
cheaper there!

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Baltimore, Md., March 26, 1906. 

Epiror CANNER:—Your convention number is certainly a 
daisy. It is not praising it too highly to call it superb. It is 
hard to say whether it excels as a work of art or in its com- 
plete record of the proceedings at Atlantic City. I have heard 
many commendations of this effort of yours from the pack- 
ers in this section, and I think you are justly entitled to feel 
that you have done a good work. Cert 1inly the canners of 
the whole country should feel indebted to you for publishing 
such an excellent number. At no time in the past has the 
canning industry received its just amount of attention from 
the country in general, and it is by efforts of this kind th at 
the packing business can be put on the high plane that it is 
entitled to. It would pay the packers to get a number of 
this issue and see to it that they are well distributed all over 
the country, not only in the hands of the wholesalers, but also 
the retailers and consumers. 

The cold spell of weather that I reported last week as pre- 
vailing at that time has continued up to this writing. I have 
heard, however, no reports of serious damage to the fruit 
crops. The sleet and frost that prevailed the week before 
last seem to have passed without any serious damage being 
done, although the growers were very anxious and full of 
forebodings. Judging, therefore, from present indications, we 
are likely to have a good fruit year unless we have some 
very severe weather about the middle of April. 

There has been more activity in tomatoes during the past 
week, but prices do not seem to have advanced. It is easy 
to buy No. 3 standard tomatoes at $1.02%, and very good 
goods at $1.05. Everything goes to prove that the jobbers 
are not carrying large stocks, but are simply buying from 
hand to mouth. ‘Their orders are rarely for more than a 
single car, and when they do buy, they wish the goods shipped 
immediately. It is reported that the demand from the re- 
tailers and the consumers is increasing. This, however, is 
only natural, for as a matter of fact, more canned tomatoes 
are eaten during the months of March, April, May and June 
than in any other four months of the year. The so-called 
syndicate still holds its price at $1.15, but of course buyers 
are not taking hold at this figure. The syndicate interests, 
however, still seem as confident as ever they did that the 
market will rebound, and that they will even yet dispose of 
their holdings at their own prices. 

The reports that have been prevalent that the syndicate 
has been selling some of its stock on the quiet are not cor- 
rect. These low priced tomatoes have all been obtained from 
outside sources. It does look now as though the managers 
of the combination were mistaken as to their having bought 
up practically all of the tomatoes during the fall and winter, 
for most assuredly the “trailers’ who were following the 
lead of the syndicate piled up larger stocks than the big ope- 
rators figured on, and herein has originated all the trouble 
that has manifested itself in the path of the big holders. 
Whether these outside stocks are now about all cleaned up 
or not is still a problem, which time alone will solve. One 
thing is sure, and that is that the combination will have to 
be selling some of its goods before many weeks pass, or else 
it is just as certain that they will either have a block of 
goods on hand when the new season opens. or that they will 
have to mark down prices very considerably to get rid of 
their stock. 

The market on futures is rather uninteresting, and there is 
very little or no che inge to report. No. 3 standards can still 
be bought at 77%4c and 2s at 57%c, but jobbers’ ideas are 
not over 75c for 3s and 55c for 2s; hence very little busi- 
ness is being done. The matter of contracting between pack- 
ers and growers is still a standoff, although here and there I 
hear of packers giving way to the growers and paying $8.50 
to $9.00 per ton, so as to get their contracts secured. In 
this, I believe, they are unwise, as were they to wait a short 
time longer, I believe the growers would come in at $8.00, 
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which is a more reasonable figure. 

There is more activity in corn, particularly for Harford 
county style standard, also for cheap standard Maine style, 
and regular stz indard_ shoe peg. The consumption of this 
article is enormous, and I repeat what I have said in several 
letters recently that a substantial advance is sure to take 
place along during the spring and early summer. 

Peas, string beans, No. 3 apples, lima beans and pears are 
in a very strong position, as there has been an extremely ac- 
tive demand during the past w ok. Stocks are very light, and 
goods are getting harder to find, even at the quoted market 
prices. 

There has been a fair demand for small fruits, standards 
and seconds peaches, and the full line of vegetables. This 
demand is expected to be still heavier from now on, as lake 
and rail navigation will open up about the 1oth of April, 
and a heavy business is expected from the West, particular- 
ly for small fruits. The tomato holders are also placing large 
hopes on an increased demand for their stock when lake and 
rail navigation opens, but they must not overlook the fact 
that they have goods stored all over the West, so that west- 
ern jobbers will possibly not have to come to Baltimore for 
their shipments of tomatoes to the same extent that they have 
done in former years. 

Spot pineapples have been still more active during the last 
week or two, but particularly for standard and extra standard 
sliced and grated. Business in pineapples is increasing in 
Baltimore every. year, and the coming season bids fair to be a 
record breaker. There is probably no line of goods put into 
tin cans by Baltimore packers in which the same amount of 
energy, skill and inventive genius has been applied as to the 
packing of pineapples, and there is probably no line that shows 
as much intrinsic value to the consumer as does this most 
luscious fruit. Baltimore packers have expended thousands 
of dollars in up-to-date machinery to turn out a fine line of 
goods, and there are brands now going out of this market that 
are fit for the tables of the most fastidious epicureans. The 
season will commence about the second week in May, and 
new prices will probably be made during this * next week.

Seattle, Wash., March 24, 1906. 

Epitror CANNER:—This is not the buying season on the 
canned salmon market and, as there has been little move- 
ment in stocks, there has been no change in prices. The mar- 
ket is now absolutely bare of chum salmon and the price on 
this lower grade of fish is higher than it has been for five 
years, owing to the small size of the pack last year and the 
unusually heavy demand which turned up later on. The 
stock of Alaska pink salmon is also light and is bringing from 
77¥2_to 80 cents per doz., which is surprising considering 
the fact that red Alaska, a much superior fish, sold last year 
for only 85 and 90 cents. An increased pack of cheap grade 
salmon is looked for this year, but, as the market is bare, it is 
thought that every case will be sold at a profitable price. 

The Columbia River salmon pack is cutting less figure this 
year and last from the cannerymen’s point of view, as a large 
portion of the fish is now mild-cured for the German export 
trade. The bulk of the inquiry for the best grades of canned 
salmon is coming at present from England 

The present low price of Alaska red salmon is said to 
have led the jobbers throughout the country to take on stocks 
that will last them for the next two years, although the stimu- 
lated demand for this grade of fish may clean up stocks soon- 
er than expected. 

Practically all of the salmon canneries in Alaska will manu- 
facture their own cans this year. The majority of the plants 
will start this work by April 1, and by that time most of the 
Chinese labor now under contract will be in the North. The 
cannery operators have made labor contracts on about the 
same basis as last year and it is thought the pack will be as 
large if not larger than then. 

The Pacific American Fisheries Co., operated at Belling- 
ham, Wash., the largest salmon cannery on the coast, have 
sent out their first crew to their fishing camp at Eliza Island 
to prepare gear, place the pile-drivers and get the fish scows 
into commission. 

Ainsworth & Dunn will operate their cannery at Blaine, 
Wash., this year almost entirely with white labor. Only in a 
few places requiring the most skilled labor will Chinamen 
be used. A number of other canneries on the Sound have 
made similar arrangements and in fact in some instances no 
contracts have been signed for Chinese labor, those Orien- 
tals who will be hired being paid by the day. This is the 








op 
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first time in the history of the industry on the Sound that 


this has been attempted. Ordinarily, the packers have made 
contracts with the Chinese labor contractors to pack a cer- 
tain number of cases of salmon at a specified price per case. 
If the pack ran over this amount the labor was paid propor- 
tionately. If it fell below, the cannerymen had to stand the 
loss. If the movement proves successful this year, it may 
result in the contract system being stopped in all the canner- 
ies of the Coast. 

The season for canning clams is now over. The clam can- 
nery at Friday’s Harbor, Wash., has closed down and clams 
have ceased coming in at the ’Sehome cannery at Belling- 
ham. The cannery at Friday’s Harbor, operated by the Island 
Packing Co., will can large quantities of fruit this summer. 
During the early summer this cannery cans salmon, during the 
later months, fruit, and during the winter months it puts up 
clams for a market which extends all over ne one

The other purchaser is now quoting $1.02%, New York or 
Philadelphia. The coast market is quoted at 87%c to 92Y%c 
as to brand, there. One advice states that the total supply in 
first hands will not exceed 25,000 cases. Spot prices are un- 

changed from last week’s figures and need not be requoted. 
The sardine market is easy, with no important business in 
any grade noted. No progress has been made in the com- 
munity of interest plan among packers, though it is expected 


that the matter will be closed up before the next packing 
season opens. Imported sardines are scarce and firm. Spot 
prices are.

The demand for tomatoes shows little improvement, and 
buyers are not disposed to bid over $1.02% f. o. b. factory for 
full standard Maryland 3s.

Jersey 3s 
are a bit more difficult to obtain at quotations. Full stand- 
ard gallons are steady.

It is said that the two interests recently offering at 
6c for fancy and 5'%c for choice in I-pound cartons, October 
shipment, f. o. b. coast, have withdrawn despite reports from 
interior jobbers to the contrary. ‘The statement that one of 
the packers offered to state jobbers at 5c for fancy 1I-pound 
cartons without guarantee is denied by the local representa- 
tive of the packer who was named. Such reports have a more 
or less disturbing influence upon the market. Spot seeded 
raisins are dull. On fancy it is possible to obtain reductions 
on a firm offer. Reports indicate that there is a persistent at- 
tempt to force down the price from packers’ hands and in 
the sweatbox. Valencia layers are firm at 6c. Malaga Lon- 
don layers are scarce and firmly held. California London 
layers are in small compass and steady. Other grades are 
unchanged, and spot prices remain as previously quoted. 

A fair jobbing demand is reported for spot prunes, with 
full figures paid on important sizes. At present no jobber 
appears to be buying for shipment from the coast.

Apricots are easy under more liberal offerings. ‘There is 
only a moderate demand, and this combination of influences 
is making an easier market.

Postal Extends its Lines in Maine.

; Second Session, Thursday Morning. 

The meeting was opened Thursday morning with 
the report of Secretary John S. Hughes, which was 
given verbally. After hearing the secretary’s report 
the meeting discussed at considerable length the mat- 
ter of incorporating the association, a question involv- 
ing changing the name of the organization from the 
Minnesota Canners’ Association to some other, an idea 
which was not favored. The discussion concluded, 
however, by Secretary Hughes being authorized to 
act on the matter according to his discretion.

Bull Talks on Corn Breeding. 

One of the most interesting and instructive of the 
addresses delivered was that by Professor C. P. Bull 
of the State Agricultural College of Minnesota, who 
gave an exposition of the art of breeding corn, based 
upon experiments and experience at the state experi- 
ment station. Prof. Bull gave high praise to the soil 
and climate of Minnesota for the production of sweet 
corn and contrasted the merits of Crosby and Ever- 
green, saying that the first is “too small, though finer 
in quality and flavor, and the latter about the right 
size.” That the canners were deeply interested was 
shown by the many questions asked. 

Archer’s Interesting Talk. 

D. W. Archer, of Chicago, the well known corn 
packer, described the entire process from the time 
seed is planted until the canned product is marketed. 
He described in detail every step in handling the corn 


in the factory and gave the newer packers a number 
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of valuable hints. Mr. Archer also described the 
spread of the canning industry from the Eastern States 
gradually through Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and 
Wisconsin into Minnesota and Nebraska. He was 
plied with numerous questions and his experience 
enabled him to answer every query in a lucid and in- 
structive manner, which undoubtedly was of much 
benefit to his auditors. 

Referring to the management of the cannery, Mr. 
Archer said: “The superintendent is boss and no mem- 
ber of the canning company should interfere with him. 
[ would rather have a superintendent without arms 
or hands who knows what should be done right and 
done quickly and get the best results than a muscular 
man who is off straining every muscle in some la- 
borious work that labor can do.” 

Before adjourning until the afternoon the conven- 
tion, on motion of Mr, Hicks of Big Stone county, 
gave a rising vote of thanks to the officers of the as- 
sociation and all others who had contributed to the 
success of the meeting. 

Third Session, Thursday Afternoon. 


An event of Thursday afternoon was the address by 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner E. K. Slater, 
of St. Paul. He spoke in part as follows: 

Commissioner Slater’s Address. 

“Tt is an excellent thing to hold such a convention 
as this, for men engaged in a common pursuit to get 
together, understand each other and by such discus- 
sions as this meeting has witnessed, help educate each 
other. The department has had no trouble with the 
canners. Perhaps the reason in part was the absence 
of any particular law bearing upon the industry. The 
new laws relating to food products do not touch 
canned goods. Yet as other food industries are pro- 
vided for in the enactments, the canning industry 
might be promoted should there be a standard estab- 
lished regulating conditions under which goods are 
produced. ‘The chemist cannot fix the goods. If it is 
the desire of the canners that a system of inspection 
be adopted, the department will provide for that work. 
One man can be detailed for this and it will be well if 
there is a legislative committee to receive reports and 
decide what measure, if any, be sent to the legislature 
and what course be taken for uniformity of pack.” 

At this juncture President Hegerle made the an- 
nouncement that he was compelled to leave and called 
upon F. W. Douthitt, of Cokato, to preside in his 
stead. Mr, Déuthitt took the chair. “It is an impos- 
sibility,” he said, “to create a standard. There are no 
standards for canned goods anywhere and to under- 
take to force a standard upon the packers would be 
detrimental to their interests.” 

Interesting talks on quality were given in the last 
hour of the meeting by E. P. C. Harmegnies, of 
Griggs, Cooper & Co., St. Paul, and T. F. Branham. 
of Green & De Laitre Co., Minneapolis. While pay- 
ing high encomiums to the present average high qual- 
ity of Minnesota goods, both of these gentlemen 
urged that more Early Crosby and Country Gentle- 
man be packed by Minnesota canners, predicting that 
then Minnesota corn would be “second not even to 
Maine.” 

Prof. Ladd’s Address. 

The following paper, by Prof. E. F. Ladd, Food 
Commissioner of North Dakota, which was sent in 
response to an invitation to attend the convention, 
was read by Secretary Hughes: 

I regret that I am unable to be present at your convention 
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and meet the canners of Minnesota. I also regret that cir- 
cumstances beyond my control have made f 
me to prepare any fixed paper to be read, but there are a few 
words I would like to say to the canners of Minnesota.

will find a better market. In general, Minnesota packers have 
discontinued the use of bleaching agents, saccharin or coal 


tar sugar and to a very large extent, starch as a filler. They 
have never resorted, to the extent canners in some states 
have, in putting up “slops” or adding unnecessary qui intities 
of water. Nevertheless there is still some chance for im- 


provement in this direction on the part of certain packers. 
There are, however, always a few who are willing to resort 
to questionable methods and those few, by the 
which they give to their state and to their brother manufactur- 
ers, always bring injury to the industry. 

BLEACHING AGENTS. 

During the past year there has been some use of bleaching 
agents on the part of certain Minnesota packers. Possibly 
they thought that its presence would not be detected by food 
chemists. Possibly they have been led to this belief by the 
deception practiced on the part of the producers of ‘these 
bleaching agents, men who are of no great credit to American 
enterprise, for their methods are questionable and their 
motives not above suspicion. There have been instances 
where packers have used false labels for disposing of goods 
which did not come up to the standard they des:red for them 
as high grade products. This is a fraud not to the credit of 
those who practice it and one which should be discoun- 
tenanced by your association, as should be the use of all 
questionable products -entering into a number of lines of 
canned goods. 

There was never a time in the history of this country 
when canned vegetables and food products of this type were 
of such excellent quality as they have been for the past two 
years. ‘There never has been a time when packers of these 
goods have taken as much pains to have them well sterilized 
and free from foreign ingredients as at the present time, and 
it is to be hoped that Minnesota canners and packers may 
push forward for a higher grade for a product which shall 
have enough merit to place it in the foremost ranks and give 
their canned goods a standing which makes a demand for 
superior products. Your association, by creating public sen- 
timent and checking any false tendencies on the part of its 
members, may do much to enable Minnesota products to reach 
this high standard. 

A. GUARANTEE. 

For three years I have been trying to induce packers of 
high grade goods to include on their labels a guarantee in 
such a way that the people would observe the same and come 
to have confidence in a product if it was of a high standard. 
Where packers are putting up sweet corn, using only the 
necessary amount of water, salt and sugar, I have suggested 
on various occasions the following: 

GUARANTEE, 

“I guarantee the contents of this can to contain the follow- 
ing constituents and none other: Szwect Corn, Water, Salt 
and Cane Sugar.” 

I am glad to say that a number of packers in various parts 
of the country, among which I may mention Wisconsin and 
Maine packers, have decided to make use of this form of 
label for their highest grade goods. With a label like the 
above, lived up to on the part of canners, there would be little 
likelihood of any interference where stringent food laws are 
well enforced. 

I would call your attention to the following clause of the 
North Dakota food law, which reads as follows: 

“Tf it be labelled, branded or colored so as to deceive or mis- 
lead the purchaser, or if it be falsely labelled in any respect.” 

It will thus be observed that it is as much a misdemeanor 
if the goods are falsely labelled in any respect as though they 
were adulterated. This is only fair and just, for when a 
product is called “Fancy,” “Superior,” etc., it should be 
exactly as its name indicates. When it says these goods were 
packed in Minnesota it is not right or proper that the canners 
of Iowa and Missouri should make use of their labels or vice 
versa. 

TRUE NET WEIGHT. 

Another and perhaps to you a more important clause at the 
present time is the following: 

“If every package, bottle or container does not bear the 
true net weight, the name of the real manufacturer or jobber, 
the true grade or class of the product, the same to be ex-

pressed in clear, distinct English words in black 
white background.” 

It will thus be observed that it is necessary that every can 
shall show the true net weight of the contents. This includes 
liquids and solids and every packer should see to it that there 
is shown on his labels this requirement. The grade of the 
goods should be truthfully shown or the class of the product 
as well as the name of the real manufacturer or jobber. ‘This 
last clause is one that has not been enforced in many states 
thus far, but it is one that will receive in the future much 
more attention and canners should make preparat:on to meet 
the demand at once for it works no hardship on any honest 
producer. It is not assumed that the law requires the exact 
net weight on each and every can, but it does require, how- 
ever, that the weight be given which will fairly represent the 
contents of any series of cans which may be examined, It 
does require that the true grade be given so that “slops” are 
not to be classed as legal products unless labelled properly, 
When the per cent of water rises above that which may be 
properly and legitimately used then’ the goods must be thrown 
out unless its labelling be such as to show clearly the charac- 
ter of the product.

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SOAKED CORN. 

“Soaked Corn,” unless so labelled, would be considered jlle- 

gal and the parties hz indling the same liable to prosecution as 
a as to a confiscation of the corn or other products so con- 
demned by the courts. There has been packed a certain 
amount of field corn, especially in Illinois, and this product 
has been labelled as “Sweet Corn,” or “Sugar Corn.” Such a 
label is false and the label should be made to conform to the 
facts. Certain packers have also used starch as a filler, but 
this is clearly as much of a misdemeanor as the addition of 
water and in North Dakota is so considered. 

From what I have said, one should not gain the idea that 
there is any hardship being worked on the honest canners in 
the enforcing of the food law of North Dakota, but rather that 
by the fair enforcement of these features of the law honest 
producers are protected and the consumer has a guarantee 
that the product is of fair quality. The features of the law 
which I have outlined above will be more rigidly enforced 
during the coming year and I trust that the packers in Minne- 
sota may prepare to reap their share of the advantage in 
the sale in our state. 

The convention then adjourned. Future meetings 
will be subject to the call of the executive committee.

John S. Hughes was pretty nearly the whole thing. 

The members could not wait till the close of the meeting 
to tender the president and secretary a vote of thanks, which 
was given standing. 

The absence of Gevernor Johnson, owing to the death of 


his mother, was deeply regretted. There are few public 
speakers in the country his equal. 

Fourteen of the twenty-one factories in Minnesota were 
represented, a big proportion. Next year it will be larger. 
Those who failed to attend missed more than merely a good 
time. 

The H. L. Collins Co., of St. Paul, was represented by Mr. 


Chamberlain, who saw that the air was blue all the time with 
the smoke of the fragrant Havana. It may be said that all 
the meetings were “smokers.” 

The United States Printing Co. gave a very agg able ban- 
quet at the Commercial club to forty guests. Mr. F. B. Mur- 
phy, manager of the Northwestern department, did the honors 
on this very pleasant occasion. 

The Continental Can Co. was represented by Mr. Steele of 
the Chicago office, and Mr. C. A. Vandever, Minnesota rep- 
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resentative. The Continental contented itself with individual 
hospitality, which seemed to be highly appreciated. 


The Minnesota people were modest. They did not call this 
4 “convention,” simply a meeting, though few conventions are 
provided with a better program, credit for which is due to 
Secretary Hughes. 

Quite a sprinkling of retail grocers of the Twin Cities at- 
tended the sessions. Mr. Ryan, secretary of the Minnesota 
Retail Grocers’ association, made a particularly happy address 
and promised his association’s hearty co-operation with the 
packers in increasing the demand for Minnesota canned corn. 


Hon. L. A. Rosing, candidate for governor of Minnesota 
four years ago, and organizer of the Cannon Falls Canning 
Co., spoke for the governor in a most forcible address. Na- 
tional convention officers will do well to remember this. 

As usual, the American Can Company did the generous and 
graceful thing. They invited everybody to be their guests at 
the Metropolitan Opera House to see the “Lion and the 
Mouse.” Mr. C. W. Cooke represented the company and 
proved to be an admirable host. 

D. W. Archer, the well known Illinois corn packer, was 
among ithe prominent men in attendance from a distance. Mr. 
Archer said the convention was one of the finest and most 
interesting he had ever attended. Mr. Archer is a packer 
of long experience and was at all times during the convention 
surrounded by an interested and appreciative group. During 
the morning session he was compelled by the members of the 
association to give an informal talk. He spoke along his- 
torical as well as practical lines. 

Two of the most important and far reaching steps taken by 
the meeting were adopted in almost the last hour. Mr. E. 
K. Slater, State Food Commissioner, had finished a very 
forceful and interesting address. He said he wanted to help 
the industry and, in order to act intelligently to that end, he 
needed light and information. He therefore asked for the 
appointment of a “legislation committee” to confer with and 
aid him. The packers gladly adopted Mr. Slater’s suggestion, 
and M. H. Hegerle, John S. Hughes and F. W. Douthitt were 
appointed such a committee. 

The other important action was the unanimous endorse- 
ment on the part of the canners present by a show of hands 
of request for Mr. Slater to send one of his inspectors to 
visit the canning factories of the State during the running 
season, and make an inspection of their condition as to clean- 
liness and sanitation. This was a long step forward and 
showed that the canners were not afraid to have the whole 
truth known about their business. Has any other canning 
convention done anything like this? It will be possible here- 
after to “guarantee that Minnesota goods are absolutely pure 
and clean.” 





Sardine Packers’ Community of Interest Plan 


Recent advices from Maine say that the sardine 
packers along the coast have approved the community 
of interest plan and that the success of the consolida- 
tion is virtually assured. 

Last season the Maine sardine pack was estimated 
at 2,000,000 cases, in round numbers. The season for 
the packers is said to have been one of the most un- 
profitable in recent years, for the reason that the bulk 
of the goods sold on a market on which competition 
forced prices below actual cost of packing in some 
instances. At one period during the season %4-oils 
sold at $1.90 per case, f. 0. b. Eastport, and 34-mus- 
tards on the same basis. 

Recent reports from New York city stated that the 
plan includes the limiting of brokers handling the 
product to A. Booth & Co., Jed Frye & Co., U. H. 
Dudley & Co. and B. O. Bowers & Co. All of these 
concerns have their headquarters in New York. 

It is further stated that there is to be an allotment 
of quantity packed among packers, depending upon 
the capacity of the several plants, and it is said the 
aim is to cut down the total output to around 1,000,- 
000 cases for 1906, or less, if possible. Another fea- 
ture of the plan, it is said, is to open the factories on 
August I next, instead of April 15, as in former 
years. 
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New Blood in Illinois Food Commission. 

Governor Deneen last week appointed Herman E. 
Schuknecht, of Elgin, Assistant Illinois Food Com- 
missioner, to succeed R. M. Patterson. This is the 
second change made within the last two or three weeks 
in the personnel of the Commission, Dr. E. N. Eaton 
having been succeeded only a short time since as 
State Analyst by Dr. T. J. Bryan of the state uni- 
versity. 

The new Assistant Commissioner appears to be 
more of a dairy expert than a food expert. He studied 
dairy science at the University of Wisconsin and was 
recommended to the Governor by the dairy interests. 





Advocate Reduction in Cucumber Acreage. 

Pickle manufacturers are advocating a reduction in 
the acreage to be planted in cucumbers in the 1906 
season, owing to the fact, as they assert, that existing 
conditions in the pickling business demand curtailment 
of production in order to give consumption time to 
move the surplus stock which it is declared the larger 
picklers are holding. 

Last year’s cucumber crop was so large that an 
excessive supply of pickles, it is alleged, resulted. 
Manufacturers declare that only a material reduction 
in the 1906 acreage can improve the situation. <A 
large operator in pickles in commenting on present 
conditions in the industry said to THE CANNER on 
Saturday: 

“The pickle manufacturers are not making any 
money now. The thing that is needed to better the 
situation is a reduction in the acreage. There were 
entirely too many cucumbers raised last year. The 
crop was excessive, the output being greater than the 
country’s requirements in a single season, so that the 
big fellows in the business have pickles to burn and 
are not making money as they should be doing. Why, 
would you believe it, there are pretty nearly enough 
pickles in the country to last another year even if the 
factories were to remain shut down entirely during 
the coming summer. 

“The acreage in cucumbers must be reduced as com- 
pared with that planted for the 1905 crop. There will! 
be some reduction as a certainty, but it is a question 
whether it will be as much as the situation demands. 
It is reported that the big pickle manufacturing con- 
cerns, like the H. J. Heinz Company of Pittsburg and 
the Williams Bros. Company of Detroit, will open 
fewer salting stations this summer than they operated 
last year, and it is to be hoped, for the general good 
of the industry, that they will.” 
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Salmon Cannerymen Expect Big Pack, 


“Cannerymen in the north are confidently lookin 
forward to a large pack this season. In proof of this 
a large number of new canneries are either now being 
built or will be started soon. In fact, it is expected 
that the pack this season will be the largest in the 
four-year cycle,” said Dr. W. T. Kirgen, a well-known 
resident of Port Simpson, in an interview on the coast 
last week. 

“Owing to the fact that the big year in the four- 
year cycle comes one year later in the north than on 
the lower Fraser, the cannerymen are making prep- 
arations for a larger pack than last season,” continued 
Dr. Kirgen. 

“There will be three new canneries on the Skeena, 
and I understand that one, and perhaps two, will be 
built on the Nass river. 

“Yes, it is to be the year of the big run in the north, 
although the difference between the big year and the 
other three years of the four-year cycle is not so 
marked in the north as on the Fraser.” 





Grocers Planning National Association, 


Secretary and General Manager Alfred F. Beck- 
mann of the New York Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion is completing plans for the forthcoming national 
convention of grocery jobbers. It is probable that 
the gathering will be held in Buffalo, N. Y., June 5, 
6 and 7 next. 

A number of important topics will be discussed, in- 
cluding national food legislation and the relation of 
the wholesaler to the manufacturer and retailer. It 
is stated that the work of forming a national associa- 
tion of wholesale grocers will probably be completed. 





Colorado Canned Goods. 


One of the lines of business in which Colorado 
manufacturers are making a decided success is the 
canning of various fruits and vegetables. 

It is not surprising that this should be so, when 
it is remembered that the products of Colorado’s 
orchards and gardens excel greatly thosé of other 
states, especially in flavor. 

The canning industry has been slow of development 
in this state because there has been usually a local 
demand for products of this class in excess of the 
supply, and it has been possible to ship such products 
to remote markets in their natural state-——Pueblo 
Chieftain. 
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Pure Food Bills that Have Been Before Con- 

gress. 

Legislation regarding interstate commerce in foods 
has been constantly before Congress for about 18 
vears. ‘The first bill to pass either branch of the na- 
tional lawmaking body was Senate Bill No. 3991, in- 
troduced June 3, 1890, by Mr. Paddock. This bill 
passed the Senate about 14 years ago. 

Since that time the following pure food bills have 
been introduced in the Senate and the House:

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Pioneer Packer Passes Away. 

E. K. W. Cornell, one of the pioneer corn packers 
of the west, as well as one of the best known and 
earliest settlers at Elgin, Ill, died recently at his 
home in that city. 

Mr. Cornell was born in Galway, Saratoga county,

New York, May 10, 1823, and after attending the 
Galway academy, where he pursued the prescribed 
course, graduated when only fifteen years of age. He 
afterwards. taught and for five years followed that 
profession at Saratoga Springs, New -York. At 
Schenectady, New York, he studied dentistry and 
there commenced practice. He did not remain at that 
place long, as he thought he could find a more favor- 
able locality in the rapidly growing west. Before leav- 
ing he married Miss Matilda C. Padelford, and one 
year after their marriage they removed to Michigan 
and from there went to Elgin in 1837, he being the 
first dentist to locate in that city. 

In 1879 Mr. Cornell was offered the position of 
assistant manager of the Elgin Packing Company. 
For ten years he served as assistant manager, later 
was made general manager, and under his supervision 
much of the credit for the success of the company is 
due. Mr. Cornell was a member of the Baptist church 
of Elgin. The deceased leaves to mourn his loss his 
wife and four children, three sons and one daughter. 





Robert E. Jennings. 

Robert E. Jennings, whose death was reported in 
last week’s CANNER, died suddenly following an at- 
tack of heart failure. Mr. Jennings was apparently 
recovering from a severe illness when the collapse 
of the heart occurred. 

His death came as a great shock to relatives and the 
citizens of Menominee, as well as to a large number 
of friends and acquaintances in the canning industry. 
Robert E. Jennings was born at Green Bay, Wis., 
April 19, 1861, and received his education in the pub- 
lic schools and high school of Green Bay. His busi- 
ness career was begun when he was but fourteen years 
of age. He removed from Green Bay to Menominee 
in 1843, taking a position as bookkeeper for a local 
firm, Later, in partnership with Henry Tideman, he 





operated the Menominee Electrical Manufacturip 
Co. His interest in this concern was sold about foyr 
years ago, at which time Mr. Jennings purchased a 
large interest in the Door County Canning Co. with 
his brother, Benjamin Jennings, changing the name of 
the concern to the Jennings Packing Co. and becom- 
ing its president. This enterprise engaged the larger 
portion of Mr. Jennings’ attention during the balance 
of his life. 

During his residence in Menominee, Mr. Jennings 
served for several terms as a member of the city 
council and also as a supervisor on the county board, 
He was a member of the Blue Lodge, Chapter, Com- 
mandery and the Shrine in local Masonic circles and 
was also a member of the Royal Arcanum and the r 
National Union. 

The funeral was held on Monday, March toth, the 
interment being in Riverside cemetery at Green Bay, 
The services were under the auspices of the Masonic 
lodges . 





Clinton B. Cummins. 


Clinton B. Cummins, who died on Saturday, March 
1oth, at Conneaut, O., had been ill for some six years, 
Mr. Cummins was born at Conneaut, April 6, 1865. 
During the years of his long illness all that medi ser 
skill, money, change of climate, the affectionate care 
on the part of a devoted wife, or a strong will power 
on his part could do, availed nothing. He was firm in 
the hope, as long as he was possessed of consciousness, 
that he would finally be restored to health and be 
spared to those he loved. Nevertheless, he passed 
away in the prime of manhood. 

The deceased was a man of marked traits of char- 
acter. As a child he was studious; as a young man, 
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industrious ; and scarcely had he attained his majority 
when he became associated with his father and older 
brother as a member of the firm of the D, Cummins 
Co., one of the best known canned goods packing 
concerns in Ohio, operating a business that has grown 
to large dimensions. 
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When the firm was changed to a corporation, he 
was chosen vice president, which position he held at 
the time of his death. He was a valuable member of 
the firm, and his mechanical ingenuity, like that of 
his brothers, contributed much to the success of the 
business. In matters of business he was honest and 
upright; in friendship he was true; as a son he was 
dutiful, and as a husband and father he was affection- 
ate, kind and indulgent. He was of a most retiring 
(disposition. Although not a member of any church, 
he has lived the life of a Christian. His life, when 
studied in all of its relations to mankind, is one worthy 
of emulation, 

Funeral services were held at the Christian Church 
at Conneaut, Rev. W. J. Young officiating, members 
of the factory force, by all of whom he was greatly 
beloved and respected, tenderly bearing the remains 
to their last resting place. 

Asks Receiver for American Pea Packing 

Company. 


L. Albert Karel has begun action in Milwaukee for 
the appointment of a receiver for the American Pez 
Packing Company. Karel alleges that he is the owner 
of 2°0 shares of stock in the company. 

The complaint charges that loans weie made to cer- 
tain stockholders as follows prior to April 28, 1904: 
Magic Packing company, $23,800; Door County Can- 
ning company, $12,395; Oconto Canning company, 
$26,087; the W. Seyk company, $5,125; W. F. Wan- 
inger, $41,700; that other disbursements were made 
to other stockholders whose notes were taken, and 
that later all these evidences cf indebtedness were can- 
celled unlawfully, no consideration having been re- 
ceived, the merchandise sold, and the money divided 
among certain stockholders, and that he has never re- 
ceived his share. 

The list of defendants includes the following: Magic 
Packing company, Door County Canning company, 
Oconto Canning company, Manitowoc. Pea Packing 
company, Chippewa Falls Canning company, Ran- 
dolph Canning company, Lange Canning company, 
Frank Van Camp, trustee of Van Camp Packing com- 
pany, Mark Powers, trustee of Gaston Canning com- 
pany, Columbus Canning company, Waukesha Can- 
ning company, W. Seyk company, and a number of 
private individuals, stockholders of the American Pea 
Packing company. 

The American Pea Packing company was organized 
in the fall of 1902. In reality it was a pool composed 
of Western packers, formed for the sole purpose of 
marketing, without sustaining too great a loss, the sur- 
plus of peas from the packs of 1901 and 1902, years 
when production was large, leaving in _ packers’ 

hands a heavy surplus consisting, for the most part, of 
the cheaper grades. The packers concerned had no 
thought of combining to make a profit, but, on the 
other hand, acted in concert to avoid the threatened 
danger of heavy, or possibly absolute, loss. 

How to dispose of the surplus existing some three 
years ago had become a serious problem. It was de- 
cided finally to form a pool and call it the American 
Pea Packing company. It had been found necessary, 
in order not to injure the market for the next (the 
1903) pack, to arrange to sell the surplus through one 
agency, and this it was seen couldn’t be accomplished 
unless an organization of the individual holders was 
effected. 

Something like a year ago it was reported that the 
last of the American Pea Packing company’s peas had 
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been sold, but it is denied that final settlement with 
all the packers has been made, or that the pool has 
been dissolved. Its formation has always been fe. 
garded as a wise move on the part of those who parti- 
cipated in it, for, while it isn’t known just what they 
realized, as individuals, on their goods, it is generally 
believed that they fared better than if they had aft. 
tempted to market their holdings in competition with 
each other at a time when a large surplus was known 
to exist. 





Food Labels Must Tell Truth. 


Dispatches from Albany, N. Y., state that Attorney- 
General Mayer last week rendered an opinion to the 
State Department of Agriculture, construing the pro- 
visions of New York’s pure food law. He holds that 
where foods are artificially colored that fact must be 
shown on the labels or packages in which they are 
sold and also that the constituents and character of all 
preservatives must be stated. 

He holds, however, that where the compounds or 
mixtures are not deleterious or injurious to health 
they may be sold under their own distinctive names, 
provided they are not held out to the public in such 
manner as to deceive the public into believing that it 
is buying one thing, when, in fact, it is buying some- 
thing else. 

He states that the general rule in regard to mis- 
branding of goods is that where the article of food is 
iield out to the public in such manner that the ordinary 
purchaser would be deceived, then such article is mis- 
branded within the meaning of the statute. In cases 
where goods are not adulterated, but are misbranded, 
he advises the Department of Agriculture to give deal- 
ers a reasonable opportunity to withdraw the goods 
from the market. 

On the subject of preservatives and coloring, the 
atiorney-general says: 

‘“Preservatives—I am of the opinion that it was the 
intention of the statute that the character and con- 
stituents should be given of all preservatives. 

“Coloring Matter—Where artificial coloring is used 
and such coloring is composed of harmless substances, 
I am of the opinion that the label, brand, etc., should 
show that the coloring is artificial and that in such 
case the manufacturer has the choice of using some 
such phrase as ‘artificially colored’ or of setting forth 
on the label, tag, etc., the constituents of the coloring 
matter. In any event, it must be made clear by either 
of the methods just referred to that the coloring is 
artificial and not natural. 

“I think that the foregoing sets forth with sufficient 
detail the general propositions in relation to the in- 
terpretation of this statute. Of course, whether an 
article is misbranded within the terms of the statute, 
as construed herein, must depend upon the whole situ- 
ation, the name, the label, the brand, the tag, the ad- 
vertisement, in brief, the manner in which the article 
of food is held out to the public. 

“IT may say in conclusion that, if it is practicable, 
it would be wise for your department to pass upon the 
names, labels, brands, tags, etc., wherever request 1s 
made, in good faith, so to do by manufacturers or 
vendors of foods.

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Pure Food Legislation—Amendments to Na- 
tional Bill. 

Washington dispatches say that it will be some time 
before any pure food legislation is put upon the stat- 
ute books, not because there is any hesitancy on the 
part of congress in adopting a reasonable measure, 
but because there are so many other important mat- 
ters requiring the immediate attention of the house. 

On this account the pure food bill may have to 
wait for several weeks before it is taken up in the 
house, although there is a possibility it may be slipped 
in for a few days between some measure and passed 
so as to get it into conference. 

The conference committee on the pure food bill 
will have the bulk of the real work to do. The house 
in any event will strike out dll the senate bill after 
the enacting clause and insert in its place the house 
measure. 

There is a parliamentary advantage in this, because 
it puts the entire subject in the hands of the confer- 
ence committee, which can adopt any compromise it 
sees fit and present it with a favorable report for the 
consideration of the two branches of congress. Re- 
ports from Washington state that this is the course 
which is certain to be pursued, and‘ the conference 
commitee probably will decide most of the questions 
which now are open as between the pure food bills 
passed by the senate and the house. 

One of the sections of the pure food bill as reported 
to the house provides that any food products shall be 
deemed to be misbranded “if, in package form, the 
quantity of the contents of the package be not cor- 
rectly stated in terms of weight or measure on the 
outside of the package.” This section of the law was 
introduced into the bill by Representative Mann of 
Chicago, who will have charge of the measure in the 
house. It was introduced to prevent fraud by pack- 
ing short weights. This section, however, aroused the 
fears of a number of legitimate dealers and manufac- 
turers, who sent representatives to Washington to see 
whether it could not be modified in such a way as to 
provide for discrepancies which are entirely natural 
and generally unavoidable. 

Mr. Mann received a deputation representing firms 
like Reid, Murdoch & Co., Franklin MacVeagh & Co., 
McNeill & Higgins of Chicago, Austin, Nichols & Co. 
of New York, and jobbers in Grand Rapids and other 
places. 

Conference Clears Away Doubts. 

At the meeting a_ satisfactory agreement was 

reached. This particular section probably will be 


amended so as to meet the views expressed by the del- 
egation. They explained that there are natural trade 
deviations from certain fixed standards of weight and 
measure which are inevitable to the ordinary process 
ot manutacture. 

There are certain products, including canned goods, 
which cannot be measured or weighed to the fraction 
of an ounce and some which shrink after packing, 
There are some food products which lose in weight 
and others in measure. Moreover, there are certain 
“trade sizes’ which are well understood in the trade 
and not intended to deceive anyone. Canned goods, 
for instance, are packed in several different sizes of 
cans which probably years ago were intended to con- 
tain one, two or three pounds respectively, but which 
do not actually contain the weights mentioned. This 
fact is well recognized in the trade, and in trade par- 
lance the packages are known as Nos. 1, 2 and 3 cans. 

Washington’s dispatches say that the delegates re- 
ferred to above left Washington feeling fully assured 
that certain amendments would be made on the floor 
of the house with the consent of the committee, if 
they can be framed, which will protect the recognized 
trade sizes. 

No One-Man Power. 

The dispatches further state that the delegates were 
given every assurance that no official of the govern- 
ment would be given autocratic power to decide what 
goods are pure or impure. or what goods shall or shall 
not be sold on the market. Canners who attended the 

\tlantic City convention will remember that “one-man 
power” in deciding what is and what is not injurious 
to health was strenuously opposed by Wm. Ballinger, 
who represented the Keokuk (Ia.) Canning Co., man- 
ufacturers of pickles, vinegar and catsup, as well as 
canners of vegetables. 
Text of the Amended Bill. 

The House Committee in its report recommends 
that the bill passed by the Senate be amended by 
striking out all after the enacting clause and inserting 
in place thereof as a substitute the following: 

That the introduction into any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia from any other State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia, or from any foreign country, or ship- 
ment to any foreign country of any article of food or drugs 
which is adulterated or misbranded, within the meaning of 
this act, is hereby prohibited; and any person who shall ship 
or deliver for shipment from any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia to any other State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or who shall 
receive in any State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
from any other State or Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia, or foreign country, or who, having received, shall deliver,

That for the purposes of this act an article shall also be 
deemed to be misbranded: 

In case of drugs: 

First—If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the 
name of another article. 

Second—If the contents of the original package shall have 
been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall 
have been placed in such package, or if it fail to bear a state- 
ment on the label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol 
therein, or of any opium, cocaine, or other poisonous sub- 
stance which may be contained therein. 

In the case of food: 

First—If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the 
distinctive name of another article. 

Second—If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or mis- 
lead the purchaser, or purport to be a foreign product when 
not so. 

Third—If in package form, the quantity of the contents of 
the package be not plainly and correctly stated in terms of 
weight or measure, on the outside of the package. 

Fourth—lIf the package containing it or its label shall bear 
any statement, design, or device regarding the ingredients or 
the substances contained therein, which statement, design, or 
device shall be false or misleading in any particular: Pro- 
vided, That an article of food which does not contain any 
added poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed 
to be adulterated or misbranded in the following cases: 

First—In the case of mixtures or compounds which may be 
now or from time to time hereafter known as articles of 
food, under their own distinctive names, and not an imitation 
of or offered for sale under the distinctive name of another 
article, if the name be accompanied on the same label or 
brand with a statement of the place where said article has 
been manufactured or produced. 

Second—In the case of articles labeled, branded, or tagged 
so as to plainly indicate that they are compounds, imitations, 
or blends: Provided, That the term blend as used herein 
shall be construed to mean a mixture of like substances, not 
excluding harmless coloring or flavoring ingredients: And 
provided further, That nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued as requiring or compelling proprietors or manufacturers 
of proprietary foods which contain no unwholesome added 
ingredients to disclose their trade formulas, except in so far 
as the provisions of this Act may require to secure freedom 
from adulteration or misbranding. 

Sec. 8. That no dealer shall be convicted under the pro- 
visions of this Act when he is able to prove a guaranty of 
conformity with the provisions of this Act in form approved 
by the rules and regulations herein provided for, signed by 
the manufacturer or the party or parties from whom he pur- 
chased said articles: Provided, That said guarantor resides 
within the United States. Said guaranty shall contain the 
full name and address of the guarantor making the sale to 
the dealer, and said guarantor shall be amenable to the pros- 
ecutions, fines and other penalties which would otherwise at- 
tach in due course to the dealer under the provisions. of this 
Act.

for aia and delivers for transportation within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or any Territory, or who manufactures or 
produces for shipment or delivers for transportation from any - 
State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, to any other 
State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, or to any 
foreign country, any drug or article of food, and every person 
who exposes for sale or delivers to a purchaser in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or any Territory any drug or article of food 
manufactured or produced within said District of Columbia 
or any Territory, or who exposes for sale or delivers for 
shipment any drug or article of food received from a State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia other than the State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia in which he exposes for 
sale or delivers such drug or article of food, or from any 
foreign country, shall furnish within business hours and upon 
tender and full payment of the selling price a sample of such 
drug or article of food to any person duly authorized by the 
rules and regulations herein provided for to receive the same. 
and who shall apply to such manufacturer, producer, or ven- 
dor, or person delivering to a purchaser, such drug or article 
of food, for such sample for such use, in sufficient quantity 
for the analysis of any such drug or article of food in his 
possession. 

Sec. 11. That any manufacturer, producer, or dealer who 
refuses to comply, upon demand, with the requirements of 
section ten of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisoned not exceeding one hundred days, or both. 
And any person found guilty of manufacturing or offering for 
sale, or selling, an adulterated, or misbranded article of food 
or drug in violation of the provisions of this Act may, in the 
discretion of the court, be adjudged to pay, in addition to the 
penalties hereinbefore provided for, all the necessary costs 
and expenses incurred in inspecting and analyzing such 
adulterated articles which said person may have been found 
guilty of manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

Sec. 12. That this Act shall not be construed to interfere 
with commerce wholly internal in any State, nor with the 
exercise of their police powers by the several St: ites; but 
foods and drugs fully complying with all the provisions of

bidden entry into or forbidden to be sold or restricted in sale 
in the countries in which they are made or from which they 
are exported, or which ‘shall 4 falsely labeled in any respect, 
either by the omission of the name of any added ingredient 
or otherwise, or in regard to the place of manufacture, or the 
contents of the package, shall make a request upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for : samples from original packages of 
such articles for inspection and analysis; and the Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized to open such original pack- 
ages and deliver specimens to the Secretary of Agriculture for 
the purpose mentioned, giving due notice to the owner or con- 
signee of such articles, who may appear before the Secretary 
of Agriculture and have the right to introduce testimony; and 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the 
consignee of any of such goods which the Secretary of Agri- 
culture reports to him have been inspected in this section: 
Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury may deliver 
to the consignee such goods, pending examination and de- 
cision in the matter, on execution of a penal bond of the

Dr. Wiley Talks on Use of Antiseptics in 
Food. 


“The Use of Antiseptics in Food” was the theme 
of a paper read by Dr. Harvey T. Wiley of the Bureay 
of Chemistry last week at the Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy. Telegraphic reports say that Dr, 
Wiley insisted that the use of chemical preparations 
in the preservation of food products is unnecessary, 

“If the only alternative of chemically preserving 
food for transportation were starvation,” said the 
speaker, “I would not take such a determined stand 
against the use of antiseptics for this purpose, byt 
there are other ways known to science that are not 
only far superior, but do not injure the health of the 
consumer. Sterilization, for instance, has reached such 
a state of perfection that it can be successfully em- 
ployed for cooked fruits, vegetables and other prod- 
ucts. 

“Low temperatures can be used for those things 
which cannot be subjected to the sterilizing process, 
such as fruits, meats, poultry and game, which are 
often improved by extreme cold. . Eggs, fish and but- 
ter are not necessarily impaired, but they are satisfac- 
torily preserved when treated in this manner. 

“The curing of products is another good method, 
It can be applied to cheese, ham, bacon and corned 
beef, and the flavor of such commodities is greatly 
improved. 

“The general use of preservatives places a premium 
upon dirt, carelessness and inferiority, and endangers 
health. There is a double danger from the use of sul- 
phurous acid, sulphuric acid, formaldehyde, sulphites, 
benzoin and boric acid and other chemicals employed. 
It comes from the accumulative as well as the con- 
tinued effect. Some of the acid is retained in the 
system, and often interferes with diagnosis and medic- 
inal treatment. In some cases it causes organic 
disease, 

“The manufacturer is the sole judge as to how 
much preservative shall be employed in packing his 
product, and as even small doses of certain acids will 
have a deleterious effect upon some people, the dan- 
ger to the general public is obvious. 

“Tf the preserving substance is harmless, as the 
manufacturers say, then there is no necessity of limit- 
ing the amount to be used, and if harmful its use 
should be abolished. Antiseptics in food products 
should be prohibited, whether harmful or harmless, 
for no legislature is competent to judge what portion 
can be used without harmful effect. I say that the 
least amount is harmful.”

No ‘‘Corners”’ in France. 

In France manipulation of prices for speculation in 
the necessities of life is a criminal offense. It has 
been so, says U. S. Consul Miller, at Rheims, in Daily 
Consular and Trade Reports, since 1793. So hard is 
the prohibition that it is an offense to allow merchan- 
dise of prime necessity to perish, including grain and 
its products, bread, meat, wine, vegetables, fruit, but- 
ter, vinegar, coal, wool and silk. 

The penalties are fine and imprisonment, and the 
cost of police supervision of the offender’s business 
for from two to five vears. For a second offense the 
penalty is said to be so severe that almost any firm 
would succumb to it.
